24. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 23, wherein the compound is selected 
from the group consisting of glucose and polyethylenimine derivatives. 

25. ( Twice Amended) The method of Qaim 24, wherein the polyethyloninino 
pol vethyleneimine d erivative targets a the mannose receptor fotmd on the surface of antigen 
presenting cells. 

26. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 25, wherein the derivative is mannosylated 
polyetheylenimine.

28. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 23, wherein the complex is electrostatically 
neutral.

31. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 23, wherein the gene delivery complex is 
formulated in a glucose solution. 
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32. (Pteviously presented) The method of Qaim 31, wherein the glucose solution is 5-10% 
glucose. 

33. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 32, wherein the glucose solution is 8% 
glucose.

35. (Twice Amended) The method of Claim 23, further comprising one or more steps 
selected from the group consisting of receptor stimulation, toxin activation, tissue injury 

and cell injury.

37. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 23, wherein the lenti virus is fwotein is 
from a human immunodeficiency virus. 

38. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 37, wherein the human immunodeficiency 
virus is replication-defective. 

39. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 38, wherein the human immunodeficiency 
virus is integration-defective. 

40. (Previously presented) The mefliod of Claim 23, wherein the DNA is a plasmid. 

41 . (Previously presented) The method of Claim 23, wherdn the cells are Langeriians cells. 

42. (Amended) The method of Claim 29, wherein the complex comprises a 3: 1 ratio fl a^ap 
oquivalcnt of polyethylenimine amige> nitrog en per molar cx}ui\>alont of DNA phosphate. 

43. (New) The method of Claim 25, wherein the derivative is a sugar-modified 
polyethylenimine. 
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
